diſpropo:tion which the difference 


of Climates acdges to irs goodneh; 
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tis notoriouſly known to all that 
reexperienced In 1t, that the order- 
ng, Mantiring, gathering, and Cu- 
ing of it, and after the making it up 
nd keeping it, may with a ſmal neg- 
et, make that which otherwiſe 
zould be very good, to become lit- 
l:worth or quite -naught. And let 
ot any imagine, that medicinal 
erbs require leſs care in their choice, 
anuring, climare, ſoyle, gathering, 
rdering and keeping, then Tobacco 
doth, I ſhall not inlarge, the exam- 
le brought, if confidered and ap- 
lyed, will convince many whom 1t.

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therefore ſay they ſuch medicines 
are dargerous and deſperate, which 
if they were not, thcy would (a 
they make their patients believe) 
ule them themſelves.

random, and their aim in all is ro Wt 
make the fick believe, thar their mee 
dicaments only are gentle, ſafe and 
agreeable to nature, the other forct- 
ble, violent, and deſperate, which

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But although there are ſeveral 
forts of malignities, wich are pro-

uſeto ſay that ſuch died of poyſon, 
the ſpectficatencls of the name of the 
aleaſe {wallow.ns up rhe generality 
of the denomination of poylon in 
ſuch caſcs.

craft. 'Tis a fad confideration, that 
Chriſtians only ſwarm with thek

&c. Andthen began it to grow to 
this head of eſteem, when the apoſtz- 
cy of Chriſtians provoked God to 
the pouring forth of his plagues, 
of whichthe moſt truculent of all, is 
the Doors Art. The ſword and 
all diſeaſes par together deſtroy nat 
fo many as they, namely fuch as by 
Natures ſtrength would recover, 
but are deſtroyed by the Doors 
Art. . Without theſe ' the Romans 


flouriſhed 500 years, nor found any 
want 
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want of them. Now 7taly and Rome 
ſwarmes with them, and never did 
diſeaſes raign there as now and of 
alplaces where are the yearly bu- 
rials comparable to thoſe places 
where Doors arc moſt-numerous ? 
How do they ſwarm in &ondoz 2 and 
yet not a year in which many thou- 
lands dye not of curable diſcaſes. 
Tis fad it ſhould be ſo, and yet who 
ſces it not ? Ler a diſcale be but epi- 
demical, the Doctor cals it a new 
diſeaſe, although no other then an 
epidemical Feaver, and here he is the 
by-word of every water-bearer, In 
Aeues, eſpecially Aurumnal and po- 
pular, who more ridiculous, and yet 
the people though they ſec and know 
his, nevertheleſs ſubmit ro them, 
nd adore them in neccflity, ro rhe 
cheating them of their money, and 
tte loſs of their lives. 

By all which it is moſt moſt evi- 
lent that their Medicines are bur ri- 
liculous, ſo named, a4 medends, as

the draught could tell what the pi- 
ure repreſented ; ſo if thoſe were 
not called Medicines, a man ſhould 
never by the cffc& know that they 
were ſo.

&c. which is ſo notorious as tobe- 
come a Proverb to the vulgar all 
the world over, although this foo- 
liſh method be embraced and kugg'd 
by our Methodiſts ( as they call 
themſelves, or more truly, Gooſquil 
Piſſe-prophets) who by long jugling 
have gotten reputation, which they 
baye improved to whar height is pol- 
ſible for the getting of money,vith- 
out regard to cither Religion, con- 
ſcience, or honeſty.

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tions in all the Veſſels. That the

'& ſtinate) obſtructions, and ſo cut off 
the materiall cauſe of all apoſtema- 
tions, and ulcers both within and 
without, Thar their ſpirit is ſo 
penetrative, and efficacious, that 
whitherſocver it will not reach, no- 
thingelſe will, And in a word, that 
as Sope cleanſeth linnen, fo they 
cleanſe the whole body, and cut off, 
4 and cleanſe away the material cauſe 
of all diſeaſes.

And thus courteous Reader, ima- 
gining your ſelf to be Maſter of 
theſe elixerated Oyls, and effenciht- 
cated Salts (for all are made by one 
rule , and therefore learn one and 
learn all ) you may defire to know 
what excellency is to be found in 
theſe beyond what is and may be 
ſcen in common medicines. 

To anſwer ; firſt, the way of ma- 
king the Salts is rather a common 
place then a ſingle receipt, for make 
one, and make all the ſorts of Eflens 
tlall- Salts, ſo that thus you may 
commend Salt of Cinnamon, Mace, 
Nutmeg, Cloves, gc. for the cu- 
ring of the Palſy, Epilepſic,, Con- 
vulſtons, and many other rigorous 
and Chronick diſcaſcs. 

But by firſt cohobating Sulphurs.

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of Antimony, metel[us maſculus, &c, 
with an Oy], till they come over 
the Helm, and then circulating theſe 
Oyls with an Afcali into an .effenti- 
all Salt, will behad Medicines truly 
ſuccedaneous to Alchaheſticall Ar- 
cana's. 

And thirdly, thus, have you a Key 
by which you may enter the Cloſet 
of the moſt noble vegetable, ſuf- 

ending 1ts virulency, digeſting its 
Ted beſides which To A no 
preparation comparable tor that of

Burt that is moſt ſolemn, to wit,

ſeparated from the Mercuriall liquor, 
and both from the Diflolvent, and 
be,after inthe ſame heat decoRed 
into a Salt, which is their firſt Ens. 
However, this preparation made by 
means of elixerated Salts and Oyls, 


although as tothe Cratis of the ve- 


gctable, it advance it not to the dig- 
nity of that Eflence which is made 
by mean of the Alchaheſt, yer the 
medicaments thus made arc no whit 
inferior in verrue, excelling them in 
generality of Energy. For the 11- 
quor Alchaheſt in its preparations 1s 
ſeparated from the body diſſolved, 
and ſo the Medicament expreſleth 
only the vertue of the Concrete 
whence it was taken, which is more 
preciſe and ſingular, bur here the E- 
1xir of volatile Alcali, rogether with 
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Natures Explication, 


the Balſamick tincture of the volati- 
zing Oyl, is united with the Eſſence 
of A added Vegetable, (as for in- 
ſtance,Hellebore,black or white, Aſa- 
rum, Opium, Zalap, &c.) whereby 
it is not only endowed with the ſpcci-

- In the correion. of which it is 
obſcrvable, that only a fteculent ſedi- 
ment is ſepararcd,and the reſt is total- 
ly turned intoa volatile Salt, which 
isnot to be excelled in the whole ve- 
getable Fanuly. So cortxected, it is 
moſt ſately adminiſtred to the quan- 
tity of 20 grains, & is ſo far from cau- 
J {ing flcep compuliively, that it with-

{upper to bedward laſt, (becauſe it is 
Diaphoretick) and the next morning 
it cauſeth a ſpontaneous vomir, with 
little fickneſſe or nauſeouſneſſe. 

It binds the body for molt part, 
and ſo.notiat all times ro be admini- 
ſtred, but with other adviſe added, to 
{upply whatis defeRivetin it, us ſple- 
netick in operation, and 'an admira- 
ble remedy againſt wind in the ſto- 
mack or bowels, as alſo againſt Hy- 
pochondriatick melancholy. 

The {3me way Hellebore correQ- 
ed is a noble remedy 'againft lingring 
Quartans, and ſo I could inſtance in 
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yery many Simples, but rhat time 
will not permit my enlargement here. 

Only this for a cleſc I ſhall admo- 
niſh, that this Key being had, the 
noble Energy of all Vegerabl.s will 
be art command without the leaſt 
footſteps of virulency. and ſo a man 


mayby his own expericnce(with very 


much ſafery)trie and fſatisfie himſelf, 
of what my experience will not per- 
mit meto write, nor will my. c:me 
allotted allow me to mention ſo far 
as my experience hath gone. 

And by the way asan admonition 
to our wiſe Maſters of this ſcience, I 


ſhall mind them, that in the whole 


Vegetable Family there is not a fim- 
ple comparably ſo Diaphoretick as 
Opium, which they account of all 
Vegetables the molt cold, in which 
let them learn from me, thar rhe
